SUBJECT: UK TRADE AND CURRENT ACCOUNT IN JUNE, 1976 

SUMMARY: THE UK CURRENT ACCOUNT DEFICIT WIDENED SLIGHTLY 
IN JUNE TO 230 MILLION POUNDS, A 19 MILLION POUND IN- 
CREASE FROM THE REVISED MAY FIGURE OF 21 1 MILLION. THE 
VISIBLE TRADE DEFICIT OF 360 MILLION POUNDS RESULTED FROM 
A 327 MILLION POUND DEFICIT IN PETROLEUM AND RELATED PRO- 
DUCTS AND A 33 MILLION POUND DEFICIT IN NON-OIL RELATED 
GOODS. PROVISIONAL ESTIMATES SHOW EXPORTS OF 2043 MIL 
LION POUNDS (S.A., F O.B.) AND IMPORTS OF 2403 MILLION 
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AN ESTIMATED SURPLUS OF L30 MILLION POUNDS. 

1 . VISIBLE TRADE. THE VISIBLE TRADE DEFICIT WIDENED BY 

19 MILLION POUNDS BETWEEN MAY AND JUNE. THE NON OIL-RE- 
LATED DEFICIT AMOUNTED TO 33 MILLION POUNDS COMPARED WITH 
A REVISED 13 MILLION POUNDS IN MAY WHILE THE DEFICIT IN 
PETROLEUM AND RELATED PRODUCTS NARROWED SLIGHTLY FROM 
328 MILLION POUNDS IN MAY TO 327 MILLION IN JUNE. IN 
VOLUME TERMS, EXPORTS DECLINED BY 0.9 PERCENT WHILE IM- 
PORTS FELL BY 0.6 PERCENT. THE TERMS OF TRADE INDEX IM- 
PROVED BY 0.4 PERCENT AS THE IMPORT VALUE INDEX ROSE BY 
2.3 PERCENT WHILE THE EXPORT VALUE INDEX INCREASED BY 2.7 
PERCENT.

6. COMMENT: WHILE THE CURRENT ACCOUNT DETERIORATED 
SHARPLY DURING THE SECOND QUARTER, IT IS BY NO MEANS 
CLEAR THAT AN IMPORT BOOM IS UNDERWAY. THE FIRST QUAR- 
TER FIGURES, REFLECTING LOWER THAN NORMAL IMPORTS 
OF 'FOOD. BEVERAGE AND TOBACCO AND HIQHER THAN NORMAL 
EXPORTS OF PRECIOUS STONES. MAGNIFY THE SIZE OF THE DE- 
TERIORATION WHICH OCCURRED DURING THE SECOND QUARTER. 

THE SECOND QUARTER FIGURES ARE ALSO INFLUENCED BY THE 
SHARP DECLINE IN STERLING WHICH OCCURRED BETWEEN MARCH 
AND JUNE. MOREOVER. NORTH SEA OIL RELATED IMPORTS, LARGE- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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LY SELF-FINANCED ARE INCLUDED IN THE CURRENT ACCOUNT. 

SINCE THEY TEND TO BE CONCENTRATED IN THE SECOND AND 
THIRD QUARTERS WHEN NORTH SEA WEATHER CONDITIONS ARE FA- 
VORABLE. THE CURRENT ACCOUNT WILL BE BIASED IN A NEGA- 
TIVE DIRECTION DURING THESE QUARTERS. THIS IS NOT SAID 
TO GLOSS OVER THE SECOND QUARTER RESULTS, BUT RATHER TO 
PUT THEM INTO PERSPECTIVE HOWEVER' THERE IS EVIDENCE 
BOTH THAT THE 8.8 INCREASE IN THE VOLUME OF IMPORTS DUR- 
ING THE SECOND QUARTER WAS DUE AT LEAST IN PART TO TEM- 
PORARY FACTORS. THE 3 9 PERCENT INCREASE IN EXPORT VOL- 
UME IS MORE SOLIDLY BASED AND SUSTAINABLE. HOWEVER. IF 
SECOND QUARTER VOLUME TRENDS WERE TO CONTINUE DURING THE
